Government hoped to achieve the 
unification of the country by 
other than military mensures, but 
it eventually came to be realised’ 
thnt force must be met by force, 
and so cume about the struggle for 
supremacy on the ‘battlefield, re- 
sultiny ina series of uninterrupted 
victorfes.for the Nationalfst and 
ullled troops. By the victors, the 
campaign has been described os a 
war against corrupt militariats.

The King’s Hiness. 


At the end of the sixth week of 
the King's illness, the sympathy 
atid Interest of tho public remain 
unabated, A week ago, His 
Majesty suffered a‘sel-back which 
again brought the worst, dangers 
very neur indeed, but Inter, de- 
yelopments have inspired a thueh 
more hopeful feeling, though it is 
evident that a shade of anxiety 
must continue, fur some; ‘time. 
Apparently, the disease conforms 
to a type in which there is no 
single crisis, but a protracted 
succession of ups and downs, and 
it is this vacillution that hus been 
responsible for the extreme weak- 
ness.of the Royal Patient. lt is 
now allirmed that His Majesty haa 
mustered the diseuse and is suffer. 
ing more from its destructive 
effects than anything elae. No 
quick, and decisive improvement 
can, ‘therefore, be expected. Ttie 
recovery will be lovg and arduous, 
but progress, however slow, is to 
be looked for. The new calcium 
treatment appeurs to be having 
beneficial results, and the Empire 
will waft patiently, amid its loyal 
hopes and prayers, for a favour- 
able outcome, The most reassur- 
ing statement for some tlme past 
was made by Sir Willtam Joynson 
Hicks, the Home Scerctury, yester- 
day, ‘on leaving’ London for Men- 
tone. The doctors, he says, are 
now satisfied with the King's pro- 
gress, His Majesty has taken a 
turn for: the better and - is slowly 
pulling through. At this stage of 
the ‘jlJness, it . would scareely bo 
possible to obtain a more pleasing 
summary of the position. . The 
signs of a lifting of the clouds will 
be a source of great comfort to 
Her Majesty the Queen, who haa 
been -n most anxious watcher 
throughout..
